occurred? 
It has been the custom in dif­ 
ferent ages of the world's history for conquer­ 
ors to attempt to blot out all trace of the con­ 
quered people by issuing edicts that the lan­ 
guage, laws, literature and customs of the 
conquering power were to supersede those of 
thi; subjected people. 
Such efforts are now 
being made by Germany in Poland and Al­ 
sace-Lorraine; they were made in formerages 
by the all-conquering Roman legions in 
Europe, Asi i and Africa, and later by the 
Norman conqueror of England. 
At all times 
they have resulted in failure. 
When our own 
civil war ended the hatred between the two 
armies ended, and the greatest soldier the 
North produced was the first to extend a help­ 
ing hand to the fallen foe and cry for a last­ 
ing peace, and less than a year ago he went 
down to his grave, blessed by the whole na­ 
tion.

families were driven from their homes in 
such haste that they barely escaped with their 
lives. Four children named Lambest were 
rescued by a gentleman who drove a wagon to 
the house, around which the water had gath­ 
ered to a depth of several feet. 
The scene from the stock yards’ bridge this 
morning was interesting in spite of the cold 
wind that swept the ice field. 
The railroad 
bridge to the north seemed resting upon a 
foundation of ice, and it wras easy to imagine 
that a further rise of a few inches would sweep 
it from the piers. 
The resistless pressure of 
the water had crushed and jammed the ice 
into hundreds of fantastic shapes. 
Trees, 
fences and miniature icebergs loomed up 
along the entire course of the river, while 
here and there a narrow stream of water 
trickled over the frozen field.

A NOVEL SCHEME FOR COLONIZATION. 
A financial syndicate has been organized in 
Europe, so it is said, which is to have prac­ 
tically unlimited capital and whose object 
will be to relieve governments of their objec­ 
tionable classes and to colonize them in some 
far-away country, where they can live in peace. 
They would remove the Poles from Eastern 
Prussia to a country where they could be free 
from German oppression. Another feature of 
the scheme would be to take the Jews out of 
those countries of Europe where the anti- 
Semitic feeling leads to their persecution and 
abuse, and locate them in Palestine. 
Still 
another idea of the association is to offer extra 
facilities for Irish emigration to America, 
large tracts of land in the western states to 
be purchased for their habitation. 
These are tho three main objects in view by 
the association, which is, primarily, a money­ 
making concern, and, secondly, a benevolent 
institution. 
By removing the three classes of 
people spociaed from their present places of 
abode it would relieve the various govern­ 
ments of perplexing questions and at the 
same time secure greater happiness and 
pros pe rity for the peoples thus expatriated, 
while at the same time the projectors hop a to 
.'¿ ?t a good return from their investment. 
As to the Poles, the association 
pro po ses to 
make arrangements with the German govern­ 
ment whereby the corporation can buy their 
lands at the same terms offered by the Ger­ 
man chancellor, and, after the former occu­ 
pants have been sent away can resell the lauds 
to German colonists at a profit. 
With regard to the Jews the question is 
more complicated, as the Hebrews are scat­ 
tered throughout every country of Europe 
from the border of Siberia and Russia to the 
Straits of Gibraltar and from the highlands 
of Scotland to Constantinople, besides being 
pretty liberally sprinkled through Asia, Afri­ 
ca and America. 
The 
R othschilds 
and 
others have for years had an idea of coloniz­ 
ing their fellow Hebrews in Palestine, but 
nothing has ever come of it, and, it is doubt­ 
ful if anything of consequence could be 
accomplished, owing to the way the Jews are 
scattered among the nations of the earth. 
Then there is another difficulty about the 
matter. 
While the anti-Jewish feeling is 
strong enough in all the countries of conti­ 
nental Europe to warrant the expulsion of the 
Jews, the fact remains that nearly all the 
thrones of Europe are mortgaged to the Jew­ 
ish money-lenders, and while the will to expel 
them from the country is good enough in 
most cases, the fact that the wily Hebrew 
might take it into his head to foreclose and 
call in his 
loans acts 
as a 
deterrent. 
The Jews will not migrate by 
whole­ 
sale 
from 
continental 
Europe 
yet 
awhile, and when they do the probability 
ie that there will be a large variety of new and 
second-hand thrones for sale at reduced 
figures. 
The third and last people concerned 
in the scheme—the Irish—are the ones in 
whom Americans are the most interested and 
if the plau to benefit them should b? put in 
operation it would be more apt to be success­ 
ful than in either one of the other cases. One 
thing that would make it easier to carry the 
scheme into effect in their case would be the 
fact that they would be welcome wherever 
they might go, and the more especially in 
America, whe re so many of their countrymen 
are already. 
Altogether, however, the scheme is [rob- 
ably of a utopian nature, and too wide reach­ 
ing in its designs to ever be carried into effect 
by any set of capitalists, ao matter how much 
mo ney they may have behind them.

A Tiny Incandescent Lamp and a Hip Po cket 
Dy namo . 
“Did you ever see one of Edison’s portable 
incandescent lamps?” asked a young man 
whose particular hobby strongly manifests 
itself in a fondness for electrical" inventions. 
The reporter replied he had not, and inti­ 
mated that he would like to examine the 
dainty lamp. 
The clerk then connected two 
wires that protruded from a large jar filled 
with metals and a powerful acid, with a small 
apparatus which iu general appearance re­ 
sembled an ordinary door lock. 
This done 
he took from a box a small incandescent lamp, 
attached the wires, and instantly a tiny but 
very brilliant light illuminated the globe. 
The lamp itself is exactly like all of Edison’s 
incandescent lamps, except as to its size. 
The globe seemed scarcely more than double 
the size of an ordinary thimble, while the 
carbonated bamboo bark which glows like a 
miniature sun when fed by electricity, looked 
like a mere thread drawn in the shape of a 
hors3 shoe. 
The “plant” which furnishes 
the electricity is a small box about four inches 
wide, four inches in length, and an inch 
thick. 
It is just the right size to fit closely 
into the hip pocket. 
Wires connect this with 
the lamp, and when light is needed a button 
is pressed and the tiny bamboo thread at once 
becomes brilliant as the sun glow. 
The 
lamps are from one-half to six candle power 
and will bum 500 hours. 
The entire outfit 
costs from $ 4 to $ 0. 
“Do you sell many of the lamps?“ was 
asked of the young man. 
“We have sold a number to people who are 
compelled to be out late at night but their 
cost and the ease with which they get out of 
order prevent their general use. 
You see a 
man must understand something about elec­ 
tricity to charge the apparatus which furnishes 
the current to fche lamp, for if he gets the 
‘poles’ mixed he will have trouble. 
It is a 
great invention, however, and some day will 
come into general use. 
The small lamps do 
not give sufficient light to make objects visi­ 
ble at any great distance but they have power 
enough to keep a man from stumbling into 
pitfalls. 
When it comes, to searching for 
‘keyholes’ the lamps are indispensible. ”

BANANAS AT RETAIL. 


The Steady Gro wth o f a New and Increas­ 
ing Trade. 
F rom the C leveland L eader. 
Few people as they invest small sums in 
the purehas of bananas, have any definito 
idea of the growth of the trade in that fruit in 
the last twenty years, and the still more rapid 
growth within the last five. 
They know that 
more bananas are being brought

confectionery 
stores, but the general public did not freely 
indulge in the fruit, as the usual retail price 
at that time was $ 1 per dozen. 
A little later 
persons doing a jobbing trade became more 
venturesome ami would buy “a case” at a 
time, each containing five bunches, with 
which to supply customers who wished to 
sell at retail. 
Still later they ventured to or­ 
der two cases, and as time passed orders were 
sent east fdr five and ten-case lots, but it was 
not until about five years ago that car lots 
were ordered containing between 000 and 
700 bunches each. 
This is now the almost uniform manner in 
which the bananas are ordered in this city, 
and in this way a single firm has disposed of 
fifty carloads since last May, aud another firm 
during the time when they are in the greatest 
demand, generally in April, May and June, 
hits handled as high as eight carloads per 
week. 
The sales from these cars are not, however, 
entirely for the retail trade in the city. 
Lib­ 
eral shipments are made to adjoining towns. 
During the years when wholesale dealers 
bought their bananas in cases, very few gro­ 
cery men, and only those who traded with the 
wealthier people of the city, ventured to keep 
them on sale. Now' no first-class grocery stock 
is complete without bananas 
in season. 
The season is near at hand, 
and will 
last through 
the 
spring and summer, 
but is less active after the season of 
home-grown strawberries and other small 
fruits lias arrived. 
Another interesting fact ! 
about this fruit is the large amount of it 
sought and sold by the swarthy men of sunny 
tily.

T H E SLAVONIAN EMPIRE. 


A C ry lia is e d in M oscow t ha t a G re a t M any 
R u s s ia ns B e lie ve Iu . 
A St. Petersburg correspondent of the New* 
York Sun writes: It is believed here that 
England and Austria have already amicably 
settled their nice points In relation to thè 
Balkan pie, the former taking a small but 
valuable slice of coast and the latter being 
satisfied.with a big slice of dry land. 
It ap­ 
pears that the Slavs of tho Balkan states are 
manageable, but the question is, Will the 
Turks be docile? and what is still more im­ 
portant. Can the Russian be now as easily in­ 
timidated as before? 
While the diplomats 
arc working on these points in their usual nice 
stvle a wild roar has just been uttered in 
Moscow, which is likely to discompose the 
diplomatists, great and small. 
"We want to establish a Slavonian empire.” 
That is what they say in Moscow, and what is 
repeated here and re-echoed 
throughout 
Russia. 
“History shows us,” a sanguine Slavophile 
said to me, “many an example of empires 
composed of several kindred states, and to­ 
day there is such a one—the German empire. 
Tell me, why should we not establish a Slav­ 
onian empire? 
We, the Russians, want it. 
The Slav states of the Balkans cannot get 
along without it. 
And at length the whole of 
Europe would profit by it. for it is the only 
natural, just and legitimate solution of the 
eastern question.” 
1 will give some extracts from the Moscow 
Jin n , the organ of tho Slavophile party, which 
was bold enough to tell aloud what thousands 
of leading Russians were thinking and keep­ 
ing to themselves: 
“Once we have liberated tho Slav nations 
of the Balkan peninsula from tho Turkish 
yoke, and now 
we hive to free them onco 
more from the influence of some powers who 
are ruining them by means of demoralization. 
There is only one means to finally accomplish 
it—it is the establishment of the Slavonian 
empire. 
Only then the Slav nations may 
grow up healthfully aad independently, pur- 
I suing their national ideal. 
Then the armies 
of the Slav states, closely joining those of 
Russia, will victoriously uphold the Slav in­ 
terests. 
The small Slav stites created by 
Russia, at a great sacrifice both in men and 
money, are destined to be a plaything iu the 
hands of ambitious rulers, great and small, as 
long as they stand alone, and, therefore, their
